H. J. Maxfield, Commissioner of Im­ 
migration, Addresses Appeal to 
Crow Wing County 


Yields of crops are desired from 
farmers of Crow Wing county and 
the following letters from Commis­ 
sioner of Immigration ll J. Maxfield, 
addressed to C. A. A l b r i g h t are self- 
explanatory. 
The Dispatch will be 
glad to receive 
such 
information 
from the farmers and to print re­ 
plies covering what the commission­ 
er of immigration desires. He states: 
"I have written two or three let­ 
ters to each of the commercial clubs 
In the state asking that they supply 
this office with short statements of 
yields and favorable showings made 
by farmers of each county in 1912. 
Some of the counties haw responded, 
but the great majority of them have 
not. 
As a land man you are inter­ 
ested in publicity for your county. 
I am preparing a booklet with state­ 
ments of good yields in Hie different 
counties and if you could furnish me 
with a few, giving the names and ad­ 
dresses of the farmers experiencing 
these favorable showings, I would ap­ 
preciate it very much. 
For example 
if John Jones received $.‘ 00 in 1912 
from ten cows, I would like a state­ 
ment to th a t affect, or if .lames Smith 
had oats that went 85 bushels to thi 
acre, I would like a concrete state­ 
ment of th a t fact. 
We must depend 
upon some one in each county to fur­ 
nish us with these instances of pros­ 
perity.” 
In another letter, Mr. 
Maxfield 
state: 
"Mr. (Leland, general 
pas­ 
senger agent of the Northern Pacific 
railway, has asked 
me to 
supply 
him. if possible, with a half dozen in­ 
stances of good yields this year in lo­ 
calities along their line in .Minnesota. 
asked all the counties including 
Grow Wing for samples of these evi­ 
dences of prosperity, but only a few 
of them have responded. 
Fan you 
not make a special effort to give me 
one or two examples of good yields 
around Brainerd this year? 
I would 
rather the statem ents would not re­ 
late to abnormal yields. 
I 
would 
have it preferably cover the good 
showings. 
For instance: 
if John 
Smith raised 400 bushels of potatoes 
per acre this year, just let us have 
a statement to that effect, with the 
further statement th at land similar 
to this can be bought in the vicinity 
of Mr. S m ith’s farm for so much per 
acre.
